Applicant's arguments filed 2/28/06 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant's arguments will be addressed 
hereinbelow in the order in which they appear in the response filed 2/28/06. 

(1) Applicant argues that Boston is teaching the issuer comparing information and if evaluation is favorable then.... Nowhere is it taught a 
determination of a transaction score. Ail that Boston is disclosing and teaching here is comparison. Comparing is not determining a 
transaction score. To interpret a transaction score is equivalent to comparing information is incorrect. Therefore the rejection is improper. 
Further, nowhere does Boston explain what is meant by 'evaluating.' 

As per the first argument, the Examiner respectfully submits that at col. 3, lines 35-49, Boston discloses that the risk assessment 
information is used to provide an evaluation of the potential creditworthiness associated with the cardholder. This information permits the 
evaluation of each transaction (col. 3, lines 14-18 of Boston). As such, it is readily apparent that Boston teaches determining a transaction 
score. The Examiner disagrees that Boston's 'evaluating' is merely comparing. The Examiner respectfully submits that Boston is 
performing calculations to determine whether to approve or disapprove transactions (see col. 10, lines 25-36 of Boston). 

(2) Applicant argues that the claimed transaction score is determined in response to receiving the transaction data and based on the 
transaction data. Boston as a whole does not teach the claimed invention's generating a transaction score. 

As per the second argument, Applicant argues features that have not been entered, namely, "generating" a transaction score. 
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
